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Abbreviation adjustment score Use the Abbreviation_Adjustment_Score op- 
tion to allow matching whole words to abbre- 
viations. For example, International 
Health Providers canbe matched to 
Intl Health Providers. 


This option controls matching whole words 
to abbreviations in which long words are ab- 
breviated by removing letters. In this case, 
the first letter of the abbreviation matches 
the first letter of the longer word, and all re- 
maining letters of the abbreviation appear in 
the longer word in the same order as the ab- 
breviation. 


Enter a value from O to 100. 
A value of O (zero) disables this option. 
A value greater than O enables this option. 


A value of 100 means you want to consid- 
er an abbreviation of a longer word to be 
considered as a perfect match. 


Note: 

For this option to work, you 
must set the Compare algorithm 
option to Word. 


Ext Abbreviation adjustment score Extended abbreviation matching offers func- 
tionality that handles situations not covered 
by the /nitials_Adjustment_Score, Sub- 
string_Adjustment_Score, and Abbrevia- 
tion_Adjustment_Score options. 


For example, you might encounter the follow- 
ing situations: 


e Localities in your data include La Crosse 
and New York. However, the same locali- 
ties are also listed as LaCrosse and New- 
York, without spaces. Under normal 
matching, you cannot designate these — 
La Crosse/LaCrosse and New York/ 
NewYork — as matching 100%; the 
spaces prevent this. These would be 94 
and 93 percent matching. 


Suppose you have Metropolitan Life and 
MetLife, an abbreviation and combination 
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
